For 


two years it has been tho habit of Miss 
Agnes Austin, tho young und by no means 
uncomely daughter of th» village apothe- 
cary, to join tlie missionary band; and 
her sweet voice is credited with having in- 
lluenced many a tough-hearted prisoner 
to experience conversion. Tlie first Sun 
day after Roderick's arrest she hecutuo 
acquainted with him during the meeting, 
and, on several succeeding Sundays, il, 
was noticed without exciting remark that 
t,he was oftener in a side corridor doing in- 
dividual woi k with Prisoner Roderick, as 
the t'jjiipluin mid his bund thought, than 
at her customary position in the choir 
laboring for tln> general salvation. 
After 


a month or so, by perm saioli of tho 
Shenir, she made special and uTegular 
week-day visits with the prisoner, assur- 
ing the j n i l attendants that her'heathen 
was fast fajling 
under 
tlio 
influence. 


KiiKilh, she began to neglect her Sunday 
work, but her week-day visits became 
mere frequent. 
This led to some little 


whispering among her d.'iorted co-work- 
ers, but no genera! suspicion was aroused. 


Some live or six weeks ago Roderick con- 


fessed conviction at a Sunday meeting, giv- 
ing at th" tmie hear'y praise ami credit to 
the evangelizing efforts of Miss Austin. 
But this only bred envy in the several 
breasts of her deserted co-workers, and 
tongue after tongue began to wag until nt 
every fireside in the community it w«.s tho 
chiet topic disdis.sod. 
With the |ioat-oftlce 


loafers Aggie Austin's name was in an op- 
probious sense connected with thatot Fred 
Ho li'riek, and all sorts of reckless talk 
was indulged in. 
Mr. Austin vainly for- 


bade his daughter from continuing her vis- 
its to the jail. The father then called on 
the Sherill', und in this way wus more suc- 
cessful, for tho visits were at once inter- 
dicted. 


Two weeks ago last Thursday Agnos dis- 


appeared from her borne, and nothing was 
beard of her whereabouts until last Fri- 
day, when a constable eanio riding into 
Sageville with Agnos behind him. She 
was taken beforo the Magistrate ami sent 
to jail on the charge of stealing one of the 
very horses for the theft nf which her lover 
was suffering con linemen'. Tho constable 
said that she stole the horse in broad day- 
light, and when pursued made but a very 
feeble uttcmpt to escape. Her story is that 
Fred told her to go to bis father's camp 
and await bis arrival, which would ixi as 
so in as an opportunity for escape pre- 
sented itself. Alter waiting for him at tho 
camp for more than n week sho says -she 
b< cnmo desperate, and, resolving to join 
him in tlio jail, she ran away from the 
camp with the ilchlic:ato intention of com- 
milting some crime that would plum her 
by her lover's side. Her stealing the same 
bors" that Kre I lia I once stolen, she asserts, 
was a simple accident. 
Miss Austin's bail 


was fixe I at six hundred dollars, but she 
refused to accept bondsmen and resume 
liberty. 
Friday morning Roderick sent 


for tho Shei ilt and informed him that he 
w-uuted to wed Agnes Austin, who, when 
brought before the Sheriff, declared a simi- 
lar deBire. The girl being nineteen years 
old, and therefore of tho legal ago, the 
Sheriff deemed it his duty to comply with 
their wishes, and tho Committing Magis- 
trate, Jarvis, was summoned. 
At three 


o'clock in the afternoon, in tho corridor ol 
the jail, with the Sheriff and two deputies as 
witnesses, tho felon lovers were made one. 
The l)istrit-Attorney nnpoolically declares 
that this most remarkable of Hymon's con- 
solidations will not hinder him from pros- 
ecuting tho bride and trooin on the sepa- 
rate indictments. He promises, however, 
to try and bring both eases up at the same 
term of court, and thus allow tho pair to 
make their bridal journey together to thoir 
futuie mountain home at Clinton 
Prison. 


The father of Miss Austin makes some 


diro threats against the Sheriff for his 
course, but it is evident enough that the 
romantic horse-thieves have many sympa- 
thizers among the excited village people, 
who were late to bed Friday night and 
nei.'loctful of thoir business yesterday bo- 
cause of being so absorbed in hearing and 
so eager to toll tho story of the wed 
ding of tbo jail-birds. It has been said by 
some that no Hamilton County jury will 
over convict the pair, and that as no one il 
a loser by their crimes they should be per- 
mitted to try libjrty again. Thore being 
but one corridor in the jail, man and wife 
are not separated during the day, but they 
occupy different cells.
